EXHIBITIONS: Ground Level Exhibition Area: THE SPIRIT OF SURREALISM. The 

surrealist movement, its dada beginnings and its influence on 
abstract expressionism, is explored in this exhibition of 110 
works by 22 major artists who were associated with or affected 
by the movement.

Classroom Level Exhibition Area: SURREALISM IN PERSPECTIVE. 

This exhibition, designed to support The Spirit of Surrealism , 
examines some of the artistic, literary and philosophical antecedent 
of the surrealist movement.

Upper Level Exhibition Area: THE MONET TRIPTYCH: WATER LILIES. 

The Cleveland Museum's mural-sized canvas Water Lilies , originally 
part of a triptych painted by Claude Monet between 1919 and 
1926, will be shown with the two other panels from the work, one 
on loan from the Nelson Gallery-Atkins Museum in Kansas City, 
Missouri, and the other from the St. Louis Art Museum. Through
